It makes it unlawful for any woman to 


vote in any election, and annuls acts of 
the legislative assembly which permit 
female suffrage.

THE CHARGES AGAINST HILTON. 


Tho Judge's 
Son-lii-XiHw Says There's 


Xothlng 111 Them. 


NEW VOHK, Fob. "1.—Ex-Judge Horace 


rUissoll, Hilton's son-in-law, \vns seen at his 
ofllco in tho Stewart building Saturday with 
regard to the charges ot fraud against Judge 
Hilton in connection with tho diposal of tho 
Stowart property. Judgo Russoll said: "1 
am opposed in this coso, as I am in nil, to 
trying an issue iu advance in tlio newspa- 
pers, but I can not refuse to make a brief 
statement of a general nature of tho defense. 
All tho acrimonious charges in this com- 
plaint aro hasod on tho transfer of tho busi- 
ness of A. T. Stowart to Mr. Hilton by Mrs. 
Stowart shortly nftor Mr. Stewart's death in 
1S7G. This transfer was made by Mrs. Stew- 
art not upon any request nor by reason of 
any influence by Mr. Hilton, but in conse- 
quence o£ directions which sho said had boon 
Kiven hor directly and personally by uor 1ms- 
bawl. Mrs. Stewart had remaining many 
million*, quico sufliciont to roako liberal pro- 
visions for all of her relatives, which sho has 
ilono by her will. I Imdorstand that not 
only Mr. 13utler, but all of Mrs. Stowart1."

BUFFALO, N. T., Fob. 21.—A horrible 


tragedy was enacted about a mile and a half 
from the village of Attica Uunday after- 
noon. William Nelson, a farmer, quarrollod 
with his wife, and, as sho attempted to leave 
tho room, caught hold of hor, at tho same 
timo taking a pistol from his pocket. A 
struggle ensued, in which tho woman was 
thrown on tho floor, whereupon Nolson 
placed tho revolver close to her faco and 
fired twice. Ono of tho shots tore off tho 
top of hor loft ear, and tho powder burned 
hor faco. Before he could fire again she 
freed horsolf and ran screaming into tho 
road. Hero she mot a man driving along, 
who took bor into his buggy and drove rap- 
Idly to tho house of Wllbor Nelson, who 
lives a few rods distant, and is a brother of 
tho would-be murderer. 


The men about the placo started to Nel- 


son's house at onco, and when half way over 
hoard a shot Upon arriving at tho placo 
and going into the [collar they found that 
Nelson had blown off tho top ot his head 
with a shotgun. Near by lay tho ramrod, 
with which he had evidently pushed dowa 
the hammer. Nelson had boon on a spree 
for several days. Ho was In comfortable 
circumstances, owning a largo farm. Ho 
had several times before threatened to kill 
his wife.

Tho president's objoc- 
tkms, that the bill is vagno in it-i provisions, 
and that it might apply to various grades ot 
disability or dependency, uro analysed, niui 
tlio committee submits, for tlin judgment ol 
tbo house, that: tho--o ivho framed tiio bil! 
aftor months of consideration have mado nc 
mistake, and liave confined the bill to one 
woll-delinod class, consisting of thoso totally 
disabled or dependent on thoir daily labor 
Tor support. 


Tlio committeo regrets the strained inter- 


pretation put on tho bill in the missngo aa 
an excuse rather than a reason for returning 
it to the house. Tho committeo cannot un- 
derstand how tbo. president could have ovor- 
lool;od ill anothor moasura (tlio Mexican 
pension bill) what are alleged to bo faults in 
tho present measure. Tlio committeo be- 
lieves that this distinction will not bo in-

But there was nothing grand, nothing 


weird, nothing majestic, nothing sublime 
about this simulation on tho part of David. 
Instead of trusting in the Lord, as ho hud on 
other occasions, ho gathers before him n vast 
audience of all generations that wero to 
como, and standing on that conspicuous stage 
of history, in the presence, of all ths ages, ho 
impersonates the slavering idiot. "And ho 
changed his behavior before them, and 
feigned himself mad iu their hands, and 
scrabbled at the door of the gate, and let his 
spittle fall tloivn upon his beard.'1 


Taking tho bebaviov of David as a sug- 


gestion, I wis.li to tell you how many of tho 
wise, and the brave, and Iho regal sometimes 
piny tho fool. And in tho tirst place, I re- 
mark thnt those meu as budlyplay tha fool as 
this man of tbo text, who in any crisis of lifo 
take their case out of tho hand of God. 
David, in this case, acted as though there 
wero no God to lift him out of the predica- 
ment. 
"What a contrast between his be- 


havior, when this brave little man stood up in 
front of tho giant ten feet in height, and look- 
ing into his faco, said: "Thou comcst tonic 
with a sword, and with a spear, and with a 
shield; but T eomo to thoo in the naino of the 
Lord of Hosts, the God of the armies of 
l.M'ne], M'hoin then hast dclied. 
This day 


will tho Lord dt-liver theo into mine hand, 
and 1 will smilo thyo, and uiko ihino head 
from thee, and I will j^ivu tliu caivnssi's of the 
ItosU of thu Philistines this day unto tiio 
fpwls uf the ai'_^ and tn I b_tj w.ild .be.'^^.cT tlw 


this world, philosophized about everything, 
then in his dying moments asked that only 
one word might bo cut upon bis tombstone, 
and that word "Infolicissimus"—most unhap- 
py—descriptive* of tho stato of tho lives and 
of tho deaths of thoso who Uiko tbeir case out 
of tho hand of God. The only appropriate 
inscription for their banqueting hali, .ind 
their equipage, and their gravr, and the wall 
of their eternal prison house—"Infelioisai- 
mus." In drooling, moral idiocy, they are 
scrabbling ot tho door of thuir happiness, 
which never opens, miserably playing tho 
fool. 


Again: I remark that nil thoso persons 


p'ayed tho fool, as certainly did this man of 
thfi text, who allow tbo technicalities of re- 
ligion to stop their salvation. 
David was 


wise about a great many things, but bis cut- 
tingfc-up in tho text for a littlo whilo eclipsed 
his character. And I know wiso men and 
great men, competent for all other stations, 
who aro acting u rtilly and foolish part in re- 
gard to tho tochnicalities of religion. 
They 


ask us somo questions which wo cannot an- 
swer categorically, and so they burst into a 
broad guffaw, as though it its of any more in- 
terest to us than it ought to be to them. 
About tho atonement, about Gcd's dccreea, 
about man's destiny, they ask a p-eat many 
questions which wo cannot answer, and so 
they 
derido 
us, as 
though 
wo 
could 


not oslc them a thousand questions that 
they cannot answer, about their eyes, about 
tiieir ears, about their finger nails, about 
everything. A fool can ask a question that 
a wiso man cannot answer. Ob, 3ron cavil- 
ing inon! Oh, you profound men! Ob, yon 
loomed men, do ploaso admit something. 
Yon havo a soul? Yes. 
Will it live for- 


ever? Yes. Whoro? You say that Jesus 
Christ ii not a divine Saviour. 
Who 


is hp? Wbero will you go after you leave 
your law books, and your niodical prescrip- 
tions, and your club room, and your news- 
paper office—whero will you go to? Your 
body will bo six feet under ground. 
Whoro 


will your soul bo? Tho black coat will bo 
off, 


Iho shroud on. 
Thoso spectacles will bo re- 


moved from your vision, for tho sod will 
press your eyelids. Have you any idea that 
an earthly almanac describes tho years of 
your lifetime? Of what stuff shall I gather 
tho material for tho letters of that word 
which describes your eternal homo? Shall it 
be iron chain or amaranthine garland? Tho 
nir that stirs tho besweatcd locks of your dy- 
ing pillow, will it come off a garden or a 
desert?

Genesis, and tho sun appearing not until 
verso 10—and because they tlo not know how 
the moon could stand still without upsetting 
the universe, and because they h.td decided 
upon the theory-of natural selectiou. A 
German philosopher in dying hod for his 
chief sorrow that ho had not devoted his 
whole lifo to tho study ot" tho dative case. 
Oh, when your immortality is in pen", why 
quibble? Quit theso non-essentials, my deal- 
brother. 
In tho name of God, I nsk you in 


regard to these matters of the immortal soul, 
that yon do.not p'.ny tho fool.
